Only Two Deaths 


Those two deaths aro the only ones 


which have occurred among the white 
people on Colon since I came to tins 
Isthmus. Tlm death rate among the 
colored people Is very high but th'J 
wonder Is that any 
of them live at 


all! In such ogualor and unsanitary 
conditions. 


The cemetery Is. located on an ele- 


vation of some hundred foot above 
sea level so it has 
good 
drainage. 


There Is a line outlook from this hill 
with the foothills of the Andes moun- 
tains In the 
distance 
and a valley 


rich with the verdure of a tropical 
dine lying between. 
Mr. Hope has 


some lino large trees -on It 
giving

are all full. 


Every morning and afternoon a clinic 
Is held by the house physician, to 
which all the lame, the halt and the 
blind of the town come. Those who 
need hospital rare are sent Into tho 
wards to be put to bed, all others 
are prescribed for. If they aro tin- 
able to pay for medical aid, and sent 
away. At each clinic there aro thirty 
or more patients. A large per cent, 
of these cases a,re malaria or Chagrcs 
fever, as It Is locnly termed. Syphilis 
ranks next to malaria In provaloncy; 
dysentery and 
hepatic 
troubles tiro 


quite frequent, besides such tropical 
diseases as seabrls, sprue, elephantl- 
aslc and yellow fever. 
Never did I 


see FO ninny ulcers. 
Every 
third 


person nearly has one or more due 
to malnutrition, 
unclcanllnoss 
and 


manner of living. It Is 
astonishing 


how such ones pick up In health and 
personal appearance after a fow days 
of good food and care In the hospital. 
And It Is pitiful many times to sec 
how they dislike to leave when given 
their discharge. 


Strange Sights 


If one wants to see the depths of 


degradation to which 
humanity can 


descend they want to be a nurse In 
one of these tropical countries. The 
blessings of education 
and culture 


are never so fully appreciated as af- 
ter a time spent among these poor un- 
fortunates. 


Death and Burial on the Isthmus. 
My experience with death In this 


tropical country has forced upon my 
mind, as never before, the superiority 
of the soul, over the body. It Is only 
the presence of the Soul, tho Infinite, 
the Divine In us that keeps the ma- 
terial body free from the ravages of 
decomposition.
